When King George visits Verdan shortly he will inspeet a great 

necropotia containing forty huge tombs or ossuaries, respecting forty 

battles. ground Verdun, each containing unidentified remains collected 

trom the battlefields. At each corner of the necropolis a Catholic 

ehapel, Protestant church, Jewish synagogue and Mussulman mosque 

' are being erected. It is proposed to transfer the identified bodies, 

bow lying in thousands around the town, to the famous hill at Donan- 

mont whose slopes will be a vast cemetery, enabling the visitor at a 
glance to appreciate the magnitude of the struggle.

There are a thousand delegates, including Gandhi and other leadera 
in the Non-Co-cperation movernent, also the House of Commozs mem- 
bers Spoor and Wedgwood. In the presidential address, Vijiaraghava 
Chariar, of Madras, insisted on the demand for the immediate self- 
government of India, with a written constitution and declaration of 
rights. He appealed to Gandhi not to embitter racial hatred, and

HONGKONG CHINESE. 


|Is Knowledge of English 


a Drawhack? 


We have received the following 
for pablication — \ 


~ Sir—The speech delivered by 
the Hon, Mr. Hallifax, at the din. 
ner given in honour ofour popalar 
Colonial Secretary ard of himselt 
at the Kam Ling Hotel on 
the 28th instant by some 
tembers of the Chinese com- 
munity. seems to me tobe such’an 
important pronouncement of his 
views as Secretary for Chinesa 
Affairs on the utility of English. 
speaking Chinese in Hongkong 
that I hope you will permit my 
making a few observations there- 
on in your columns. 


No-one is likely to dispute with 
Mr. Hallifax that the Chinese 
merchants constitute “one of the 
most important sections of the 
community ;” or that he should 
" get into much closer touch with 
a. large proportion of that 
half-million to which reference 
had been mada;"or that a Chin- 
ese merchant, otherwise qualified, 
say, to sit on the “District 
Watchmen Committee ™, should 
nat be passed over merely be- 
cansa he does not happen to 
apeak English. 


But “the criticisms and sug- 
gestions thst he was not 
quite fair in the administration 
of bis office in dealings with the 
English-spezking portion of the 
Chinese community” were 
directed, not against such sent- 
iments as those stated above, but 
solely. against his «general 
attitude so vividly illustrate 1 by 


‘| the whole tone of his apzech. 


The complaint is this: that Mr. 
Hallitax invariably ragards a 
knowledge of English in s 
Chinese, nos as an asset, bat 
as a disability: not as an 
accomplishment in aid of the 
discharge of his civic duties, 
at as a malignant thing 
to be discarded. “Those,” 
he said, “who had learned to 
speak English well must, of 
pecessity,.in a place like Hong- 
kong, bave their views tinged 
with English ideas, and is was 
jost this English tinge—speaking 
for his ofice—shat‘they wanted 
to get rid of“. Wha: a com- 
mentary on the sarvices to the 
Colony of such men as the 
late Sir Kai Ho Kai, and 
Sir Boshan Wei Yuk, who has 
now retired, and ofall those other 
English-speaking Chinese who at 
this very moment are, performing 
public services! © 


By all means encourage the 
Chinese generally to take a 
deeper interest in public matters: 
if they. could..as «a whole, be 
induced or educated to take any- 
thing like the same interest as 
that _ovinced _o 5 -of the 
European democracies, half of 
the political troubles of Chins 
would have been solved. But to 
say this is quite different from 


saying that, whils “by right: of y 


his acquirements and of 
his successes, he could 
not be neglected or 
overlooked,” the chief valne of an 


English-speaking Chinese to the 


community of which he is a Ro 


member is “to assist in bringing 
out, the Chinese-speaking mer- 
chants.”

| Why It'is Being Closed. 


For sometime past it has be, 


come evident thet tha local- 


Russian Consvlate, from finan- 
ciat and other reasons, would 
have to close down, and in a 
communication which we receiv- 
ed yesterday thie measufe was 
ancounced to take effect from the 
Ist of January of the coming 


ear. 
This .development will fave 
caused no surprise, following as 
it does, the abolition of the other 
Russian Consulstes all along 
the China coast, as since 
the {s]} of the Kotchak regime. 
which was the last Government 

by the Alles, the 
position of these organizations has 
been randered untenable by the 
fact that they have no claims to 
represent a de facto Government, 
for, of course, the Soviet Govern- 
mentis not officially recognised 
by the European nation» - - 

During the conflicting changes 
in the Government of Russia 
doring the war and subsequent 
to its termination. the lecal 
Russian Consulate, represented 
by Mr. W. d‘Oettingen, has been 
firm in its policy of adherence to 
the anti-Bolsbevik factions, and 
its liquidation is therefore not due 
to any other reasons, than those 
arising trom the absemce of 
support from a ce facto. Govern- 
meant in Russia. . 

In an interview with Mr. 
d‘Osttingeo’tbis morning, our ree 
presentative was informed fhat 
the present decision to close 
down the Consulate, which was 
foumed by him alone, has not 
bean influenced by any similar 
action effecting the other Con- 


anlates in China’ The difficak | will 


ties” which he bas’ bad to 
overcome as the Russian re- 
presentative here have been 
much increased by the political 
situation in Rassia. but in 
these he bad always received tho 
valuable help of the Hongkong 
Government. In deciding to 
close the Consulate he bad viewed 
the difficnlties which would arise 
from an absence of a Russian 
representative at this port to dea) 
im affairs concerning Rossian 
subjects who may visit or. pass 
through the Colony, but he was 
asgured that the local. Govern- 
nent would interes? itself in such 
cases and deal with them in as 
efficient a way as he had known 
wheo co-operating with it io 
previous cases. In any case, the 
locat Russian Consolate bad been 
forced by circumstances to close 
down, atd it would remain 
closed until = stable anti- 
Bolshevik Govenment and’ ong 
recognised by- the Allies 
bas been set up in Rassia. As 
to the position of Russians in 
Hongkong, their_entry-or stayin 
the Colony wil] be, permissible so 
‘ong as the Government is 
satisfied that their purposes are 
fawful. In view of the present 
difficulties, Russians who possess 
any passport, whether old or.new, 
are clinging on to them closely. . 
Great regret will be felt at the 
departore of Mr. d'Oettingen from 
the Colony. He hes been here for 
ten years in charge of tre Consa- 
Jate and maybe regarded as one of 
tbe old. residents of the Colony. 
During bis term of office he 
has been of invaluable assistance 
to the local Government, and

MACAO HARBOUR. 


On the question of the present 
development of the harbour of 
Macao and its influence on the 
commercis] life of the Colony, 
His Excollenoy thus expressed 
bia viowa:—* Macao, by reason 
of its smell area, has no other 
resources of importance beyond 
those derived from its harbour, on 
which its continuéd exisience 
and prosperizy obviously depend, 
Io spite of the badly silted oondi- 
tion which the harbour has 
attained and which bas reached 
the point of inconveniencing even 
the small amount’ of navigation’ 
between this Colony and its 
neighbours, Hongkong and Can- 
ton, the maritime commerce due 
tothe magnificent situation which 
Macan enjoys, has maintained 
itself up to the present in good 
figures. All these indicate that 
the reconstruction and improve- 
ment of the Harbour, its con- 
tinual dredging,avitb all, modern 
facilities, together with the con- 
struction of the various harbour 
approaches such as are now 
entering the process of execution, 
it! be an. excellent econainic 
measure for the Colony fram 
which its subsequent « progress 
wiil rapidly become apparent.” 


ABOLITION OF PANTAN 
_ FORESHADOWED. 


There do uot appesr to be 
attong grounds for the hope that 
in accordance with a communica- 
tion from the Centon officials, 
the Mscao Government will im- 
mediately emulate Canton’s ex- 
ample and abolish the gambling 
houses. For, in reply to a query 
whether tae gambling monopoly 
would be abolished in the event 
of sufficient revenue being 
derived from increased. harbour 
traffic ta compensate the Govern- 
ment for this loss, His Excetlency 
said:—"“The programme of the 
present administration, in con- 
nection with which the recons- 
traction of the harbour is the 
capits! item, definitely aims at 
giving Macao some resources. of 
a character different. to the pre- 
sent revenues. The aspiration of 
the Government of the Portuguese! 
Republic in relation to which 
the ‘aspect of the Colonial 
Government bere is only # 
reflection, ties in nothing lesa than 
to dispense, within as early 
period as circumstances will per: 
mit, with one or other of its pre- 
sente Bources of revenue, and to 
replace these by the returns which 
we. bope to be able to obtsin ina 
few years from the increased 
facilities provided by the harbour.

It was also characterised by absence 
of sensational happenings, if Ireland be excepted, and the incidents 
recorded there cre merely what daily bappenings for months past 
have taught the public to expect as an Irishman’s Christmas. There 
were no accidents on the railways, which waa probably due to absence 
of frost and snowstorms.

They took possession of all the 
printing, pressea in Russia and 
penalised the publication of any 
periodical other than those ad- 
wocating their cause. They also 
printed miltiqns of notes re- 
presenting currency and flooded 
the ‘world’s markets with this 
useless paper. They were care 
ful enough to see that their 
presses printed only the paper 
money of Keronsky and the late 
Imperial Government. Tha In- 
ternational bankers and specula- 
tors boughs this money without 
any suspicion at a low. rate and 
thus filled the treasury of tha 
Bolsheviks with foreign money. 
This ill gotten mosey is the chief 
strength of the international 
Bolsheviks’ propaganda. A few 
illustrations of this international 
fraud will speak for themsalves. 
In the beginning of 1918 Leniao 
penetrated ‘into Scandinavis, 
the Bolshevik  sgents of 
Lenin with double bottomed 
trunks packed with Romanoff 
paper money printed by Bol- 
sheviks. They exchanged this 
money for Danish crowns and 
these were subsequantly convert- 
ed into American dollars and 
British pounds: In this way they 
succeeded in bringing to Kussia 
millions and millions of British 
poundsin gold. Inthis way the 
Seandinavian bankers unknow- 
ingly supported the Goveroment 
whose slogan was “Death to 
Capitalism.” Had the Allies 
been wise enough to ignore the 
rouble, refused to accept “it and 
omitted its quotations from she 
ir rketa soon after the establish- 
ment in Rugsia there would have 
been no Saviet after three moaths. 
I’can be established by authentic 
documents that the Soviet deceiv- 
ed the Allies’ bankers by selling 
them fabricated paper money 
representing bundreds of millions 
of roubles. 

In the United States the Soviet 
Government has eight papers 
published in the Rossian, Ger- 
man, Jewish, Ukranian, and 
Polish languages.

In 
England, according toa speech 
rade by the Sovies Ambassador, 
over 300,000 pounds sterling 
bave been spent on propazands 
throuzh the press.

The German Authorities 
seized in J919 a bag of diplomatic 
correspondence sent by Joffre 
which contained over twenty 
million Romanoff roubles in paper 
to be handed over to the Sparta- 
cists. This lavish expenditure of 
ill-gotten money explains why 
many papgrs. in every country 
sided with tha Sovies Govern- 
ment.

In view of the ‘shortage of pas- 
senger carrying tonnage in the 
North Atlantic trade due to the 
number of vessels reconditioning 
aod the number which were 
sunk during the war and which 
bave not yet been replaced.

of the atmost moment. Con- 
sequzatly itis of interest to note 
tha: the Olympic tanks"can be 
boakered with oil-fael in less 
than twelve hours as compared 
with fivedays occupied in bunker- 
ing with coal. The second 
advantage to which the owners 
draw attention is the ability to 
maintain speed at a uniform rate 
throughout tha voyage, This is 
because in using coal as a stesm 
progucer certain loss of time and 
consequently of speed is entailed 
by the periodical cleaning of the 
furnaces. The third advantage 
which is emphasised is that the 
consumption of oil on the round 
trip works out at 20 per cent. 
less than,.the consumption of eoal 
allowing thereby a corresponding 
increase in cargo capacity. 
Since toe end of June when the 
Olympic made her first voyage 
after reconditioning and conver- 
aion ahe bas carried 20,000 pas- 
sengers between New York, 
Cherbourg and Southampton and 
bas attained a higher speed than 
on any voyage made wheo using 
coal. .

the pipe, tha greater part of the’ 
“balloan™ being above tha Isvel of ay us 
the top of the bowl Through the > 
centre af this wad a wooden 
match is driven vertically, so that 
atiny hole is made. The match 
is then withdrawn, and the pipe. 
is lighted at the opening in the 
top of the wad. The tobacco 
burns away evenly info a fine 
ash, but the paper, thongh .it 
chara a little, maintains its 
shape. The advantages claimed for 
the method are that the pipe 
smokes dry and freely from first 
to Tas’, that there is never any 
clogging, and that ash is “kept ~ 
from blowing about. A well- 
known etcher in London told me 
it was the ‘one form of smoking 
he could indulge in while at 
work, The fall of ash or of 
frazments tobaceo from clgar, 
cigarette, or Pipe had hitharto 
restricted his smoking to his 
leisure hours.
